Notley calls for 
halt to destruction 
of documents

Rachel Notley is asking government de¬ 
partments to stop shredding documents, 
as the Information and Privacy commis¬ 
sioner — along with the Public Interest 
commissioner—announced Wednesday 
they are launching a joint investigation 
after a tip from a whistleblower. 

Information and Privacy Commissioner 
Jill Clayton and Public Interest Commis¬ 
sioner Peter Hourian announced their 
investigation after receiving a tip about 
improperly shredded documents in the 
Ministry of Environment and Sustainable 
Resources Development. 

“I think Albertans want and need to 
know what is taking place,” said Hourian. 

Pictures have also surfaced on social 
media of bags of shredded documents in 


the hallways of the legislature. 

Hourian said the investigation has not 
determined anything and it’s possible 
the shredded documents may have been 
handled appropriately. 

Notley is not formally premier yet 
and has no powers to order the public 
service, but her spokeswoman, Cheryl 
Oates, said the NDP leader has been as¬ 
sured document shredding will stop. 

Clayton hopes to determine what 
instructions were given to staff about 
shredding documents and is open to 
expanding her investigation. 

“We need a place to start,” she said. 
“The investigation could be expanded 
to other government departments as 
information becomes available.” 

Hours before Notley made her an¬ 
nouncement, Clayton said she had no 
power to stop the shredding, but a pause 
might be a good idea. 

“I can’t prevent them from doing 
something that is lawful. I think it might 
be in everybody’s best interest, if there 
is some concern about it being lawful, 
that they would stop.”

Edmonton sees spike 
in motorcycle collisions

Woman dead 
after pair of 
crashes over 
three-day span

In less than three days, two 
serious motorcycle crashes in 
Edmonton, including one that 
left a young woman dead, have 
bucked the trend of what police 
say has been a relatively safe 
few years for motorcyclists in 
Edmonton. 

On Sunday, a 34-year-old 
man was taken to hospital with 
serious injuries after a driver 
of an SUV hit his motorcycle 
and fled the scene, near Ellers- 
lie Road. 

Edmonton police are now 
seeking witnesses who may 
have seen the driver of a grey 
Ford Escape involved in the 
crash. 

And just two days later, a 
26-year-old female passenger 
was killed, while a 24-year-old 
man was injured, on 122 Street 
after the motorcycle they were 
driving was hit by the driver 
of a silver Infiniti, who was 
attempting to turn left. 

A 60-year-old suspect was ar¬ 
rested later that night. 

According to Staff. Sgt Ted 
Hrebien, Major Collision Inves¬ 


tigation Section, both accidents 
are some of the more serious 
collisions involving motorcyc¬ 
lists over the last two years. 

With no motorcycle fatal¬ 
ities last year and just two the 
year previous, Hrebien said 
the two collisions have bucked 
city trends. 

“As far as injuiy collisions, 
we don’t see a whole lot of 
those either,” he said. “Despite 
the increase in the number of 
motorcycles out there, we’re 
certainly not seeing the injur¬ 
ies we used to see or fatalities 
from previous years.” 

Thanks to the warm weath¬ 
er, Hrebien said more drivers 
would be sharing the roads 
with more motorcyclists. 

“Being this is the start to 
motorcycle season and we’re 
seeing warm weather, you’re 
going to see people probably 
who are just taking their bikes 
out for the first time,” he said. 

While drivers should be 
aware of riders, Alberta Safe¬ 
ty Council’s Mark Dobbelsteyn 
said the onus is largely motor¬ 
cyclists to keep aware since 
the vehicle is inherently more 
dangerous. 

“There’s no cage around you, 
there’s no bars, there’s no air¬ 
bags,” he said, adding there are 
things motorcyclists can do to 
protect themselves. 

“We teach the first onus is 
on the motorcycle rider, pro¬ 
tecting themselves, making 
themselves the most visible 
they can in traffic.”

WHISTLEBLOWER 

Probe into 
shredding 

Q: What happened? 

A: For the first time ever the 
information and privacy com¬ 
missioner, as well as the public 
interest commissioner, are hold¬ 
ing a joint investigation after 
a whistleblower came forward 
alleging documents had been 
improperly destroyed. 

Neither of the two commis¬ 
sioners has the power to stop 
ongoing destruction of docu¬ 
ments, but Premier-designate 
Rachel Notley asked the bureau¬ 
cracy to stop any shredding 
currently underway and they 
have complied. 

Q; How do you investigate 
records that have already been 
destroyed? 

A: Information and Privacy 
commissioner Jill Clayton said 
discovering what might have 
been destroyed will be difficult, 
but said they want to look at 
the policies and procedures 
in place. 

“Any good records manage¬ 
ment policy should include the 
documenting of destruction of 
records, so we know what was 
destroyed,” she said. 

Q; What could happen? 

A: If either commissioner 
finds people were willfully de¬ 
stroying documents with the 
intent of evading an access re¬ 
quest they can be fined up to 
$25,000. They can also recom¬ 
mend new rules about how 
documents are retained during 
a transition between govern¬ 
ments. Clayton admitted that 
they were in unfamiliar waters. 

“I’m not sure Alberta has 
been in this situation before so 
I don’t know if I can say this is 
typical,” he said.

Students raise 
money for 
their younger 
peers

A group of Edmonton high 
school students — inspired by 
their own experience — have 
raised nearly $50,000 to help 
fund full-day kindergarten for 
some of the city’s most vulner¬ 
able students. 

From new Canadians tiying 
to learn English to students 
living in poverty, the full-day 
program offers student who 
would normally fall behind in 
class the chance to get some 
extra attention, said organizers. 

The W.P. Wagner students 
helped to raise $43,000 for a 
full-day Kindergarten programs 
at six city schools. 

“English is not my first lan¬ 
guage — it’s my third,” said 
Grade 12 student Margaret Tran. 
“It reminded me how I grew up 
and how my peers grew up in 
school. It resonated with me.” 

Edmonton’s public school 
board already budgets for full- 
day Kindergarten in 27 schools, 
but 

the program is offered at a 


half-dozen other schools thanks 
to fundraised dollars. 

Costing $100,000 per class¬ 
room per year, Beacon Heights, 
Calder, Lauderdale, Mee-Yah- 
Noh, Princeton and Tipaslcan 
Schools are able to offer the 
full-day program to vulnerable 
students for the last six years. 

Tracy Poulin, director for 
EPSB Foundation, said the pro¬ 
gram offers children at risk a 
chance to get some extra atten¬ 
tion and close possible learn¬ 
ing gaps. 

“They start with a deficit, so 
that extra time gives them that 
time to get caught up so they 
can be on equal footing with 
all kids,” she said. 

This year, 143 students were 
enrolled in the program, but 
Poulin said it could easily be 
expanded considering the de¬ 
mand. 

“I believe there are others, 
but (these schools) were iden¬ 
tified as the highest risk,” she 
said. 

Poulin said she’d like to 
someday see herself out of a 
job, because the foundation 
no longer needs to fundraise 
for full-day Kindergarten. 

“Until the government rec¬ 
ognizes the need, we’re going 
to make sure kids don’t fall 
through the cracks.” 

A fundraising breakfast was 
held Thursday to raise addi¬ 
tional funds and support for 
the project.

Jonathan Denis accuses Jamie Lall of withholding information

The province’s former justice 
minister says he only warned 
ousted Toiy nomination candi¬ 
date Jamie Lall that he was be¬ 
ing “set up” after being misled. 

Jonathan Denis, who was 
among the slew of Progressive 
Conservative candidates de¬ 
feated in the May 5 provincial 
election, said he had no know¬ 
ledge of Lall’s 2007 restraining 
order, which the party asso¬ 
ciation decided was enough 
justification to disqualify him 
from the nomination contest 
in Chestermere-Rocky View. 

In that riding, Lall would 
have been the sole challenger 
to incumbent and Wildrose de¬ 
fector Bruce McAllister. Lall’s 
removal led to McAllister’s ac¬ 
clamation, but the incumbent 
eventually lost the riding any¬ 


way to a Wildrose member. 

The texts sent from Denis 
to Lall, which he provided to 
Metro during the provincial 
election campaign, sent ripples 
through media and political 
circles. 

One message that Denis sent 
Lall in March and read “Buddy, 
you are being set up” led to a 
trending hashtag on Twitter. 

But Denis, speaking pub¬ 
licly for the first time about 
the texts Tuesday, indicated 
to Metro that Lall withheld 
certain pieces of information 
from him during their text

conversations. 

“When it came to his nomin¬ 
ation, he told me a set of facts 
that wasn’t true and clearly I 
misplaced my trust and I’m 
sorry for that,” Denis said. “If 
anyone is owed an apology, it’s 
from me to Bruce McAllister for 
misplacing my trust.” 

Some, including Lall, have 
said the texts indicate there 
was a plot afoot in the Tory 
party to ensure McAllister was 
nominated as a candidate after 
a number of his fellow ex- 
Wildrosers, including former 
party leader Danielle Smith, 
had failed in their riding bids. 

“When you’re the governing 
party, the party that’s in power, 
you’re supposed to be the gold 
standard so other parties look 
at that and say ‘They do things 
internally above board,”’ Lall 
said, adding he believes the 
texts served as a “catalyst” for 
a broader look at how the Toiy 
party operates.

Search warrants generate 
arrest in alleged sale of drugs 


A man suspected of supplying 
cocaine and fentanyl from the 
Calgary area to street-level 
dealers in southern Alberta 
is facing nearly a dozen drug 
and weapons-related charges. 

Police say a 28-year-old man 
was arrested in Calgary by 
members of the Alberta Law 
Enforcement Response Team, 
which handles serious and 


organized crime. 

The arrest follows the exe¬ 
cution of two search warrants 
in the city on May 1 that lead 
to the seizure of a variety of 
drugs, a cocaine press, a hand¬ 
gun, body armour and cash. 

Investigators say evidence 
was found that a storage lock¬ 
er in a Calgary industrial area 
was being used to package 


and press cocaine. 

It is alleged drugs were be¬ 
ing sold to dealers in Leth¬ 
bridge. 

Kousulce Kano is facing a 
total of 11 charges that in¬ 
clude possession for the pur¬ 
pose of trafficking and un¬ 
authorized possession of a 
firearm.

Khadr case returns 
to Supreme Court 


The case of former Guan¬ 
tanamo Bay prisoner Omar 
Khadr returns to Canada’s top 
court for a third time on Thurs¬ 
day, as the federal government 
fights to have him declared 
an adult offender for crimes 
he committed as a 15-year-old. 

The dispute centres on 
whether the eight-year sen¬ 
tence a U.S. military com¬ 
mission handed him for war 
crimes should be interpreted 
as a youth or adult sentence. 

However, the arcane tech¬ 
nical legal battle has taken on 


loud political overtones. 

“This case is another illus¬ 
tration of the heavy-handed 
approach Canada has consist¬ 
ently taken towards him,” said 
Gillian Hnatiw, who represents 
the Canadian Civil Liberties As¬ 
sociation, which is intervening 
in the case. 

Khadr, 28, was released on 
bail last week after almost 13 
years in custody while he ap¬ 
peals his U.S. conviction, which 
has drawn fierce criticism from 
legal and human rights experts.

In an age of online shopping 
and offshore manufacturing, 
it seems near impossible that 
the more expensive but more 
prestigious made-to-measure 
suit business can survive. 

But a few Edmonton mer¬ 
chants are the exception to 
the new rule. 

“It doesn’t bother me a bit 
if people buy a custom suit 
online, but it only takes get¬ 
ting stung once,” said 88-year- 
old Ken Stewart, owner of 
Stewart’s Men’s Wear, a small 
shop downtown. 

“It can be a costly mistake 
when the fit isn’t right, and 
online measurements often 
aren’t right.” 

Stewart should know: he 
brings 71 years of experience 
making and selling suits in 
Edmonton and a loyal fol¬ 
lowing of customers, from 
politicians and lawyers to 
businessmen and labourers. 

“I’ve learned not to judge 
when it comes to what a cus¬ 
tomer is wearing or what 
they do for a living,” he said. 

“Anyone can appreciate 
fashion and a well-made 
garment. And some people 
driving luxury vehicles are 


happy with $199 suits from 
the store at the mall.” 

But Stewart does have a 
bone to pick with what he 


calls “fly-by-night” operations 
that swing into Edmonton 
several times a year, usually 
setting up at a hotel for a few 


days and taking measure¬ 
ments for a promised Hong 
Kong custom suit. 

“They don’t pay business 


tax in the city but take away 
trade,” he said. 

While acknowledging that 
a handmade suit can cost 
50 per cent more, averaging 
about $2,000 at his shop, it’s 
all about the process and the 
details, Stewart said. 

“I’m stooped over, so my 
suit tends to flip up at the 
back. Others may have a 
very muscular chest or large 
calves. All these individual 
elements are part of the de¬ 
tailed measurements. 

“The suit is shipped back 
partway through for a try-on 
too, to insure a perfect fit,” 
he said, pointing to details 
like lapel edges and hand- 
stitched buttonholes. 

“People underestimate the 
importance of a good suit 
but they notice if you’re well 
dressed,” Stewart said. 

“I had a car salesman come 
in, saying he usually dressed 
in a polo shirt on the sales 
floor. When I put him in a 
quality suit, he said his sales 
jumped.” 

Chad Helm, co-owner of 
The Helm men’s clothing 
store on 104th Street, said 
a suit is about a mindset 
and personality, not job or 
income.

pieces, made-to-measure 
(where up to 200 changes can 
be made to an existing pat¬ 
tern) and bespoke suits, Helm 
said he covers the market. 

“Very few people are a 
perfect off-the-rack size. De¬ 
pending on fabric, it’s some¬ 
times only 10 to 15 per cent 
more to have custom,” he 
said. 

Noting that some major 
retailers choose not to mar¬ 
ket suits on the web, Helm 
said he does do some online 
selling. 

“But I’ve never sold a suit 
that way. Not even once,” 
he said. 

“Every person’s measure¬ 
ments are different — a suit 
is one of those things that 
asks for personal attention.”

Verdict expected Friday 
in dangerous-driving trial 

A Court of Queen's Bench 
judge will decide Friday 
whether Edmonton Po¬ 
lice Services Const. Chris 
Luimes, 37, is guilty of 
dangerous driving caus¬ 
ing death. 

On Wednesday, his 
lawyer, Mike Danyliuk, 
argued the officer has 
no moral fault in the 
2012 accident, when his 
speeding car hit a vehicle 
and killed 84-year-old 
Anne Walden, as Luimes 
chased a suspect. Luimes 
is alleged to have been 
travelling at up to 120 
km/h on 75th Street at 
the time of the accident.

LONG-GUN REGISTRY 

Government 
says change 
fixes 'loophole’ 

The Harper government moved 
to retroactively rewrite Can¬ 
ada’s access-to-information law 
in order to prevent possible 
criminal charges against the 
RCMP, The Canadian Press has 
learned. 

An unheralded change bur¬ 
ied in last week’s 167-page 
omnibus budget bill exempted 
all records from the defunct 
long-gun registry, and also 
any “request, complaint, in¬ 
vestigation, application, judi¬ 
cial review, appeal or other 
proceeding under the Access 
to Information Act or the Pri¬ 
vacy Act” related to those old 
records. 

The unprecedented, retro¬ 
active changes are even more 
odd because they are backdated 
to the day the Conservatives 
introduced legislation to kill 
the gun registiy, not to when 
the bill received royal assent. 


The date effectively alters hist- 
oiy to make an old government 
bill come into force months 
before it was actually passed 
by Parliament. 

A source familiar with the 
complaint, speaking on con¬ 
dition of anonymity, said the 
government moved out of con¬ 
cern Information Commission- 
er Suzanne 
Legault is 
poised to rec¬ 
ommend char¬ 
ges against the 
Mounties for 
withholding 
— and later 
destroying — 
gun registry documents while 
the legislation was still being 
debated. 

Indeed, shortly after the stoiy 
broke Wednesday, Legault’s 
office announced it would be 
tabling a special report Thurs¬ 
day detailing an investigation 
into the long-gun registry and 
an access-to-information re¬ 
quest. 

The government feels no one 
should face a penalty for being 
overly eager to enforce the will 


of Parliament before the legisla¬ 
tion had been voted into law. 

A spokesman for Public Safe¬ 
ty Minister Steven Blaney would 
only say the retroactive law will 
fix a “bureaucratic loophole” 
that allowed citizens to request 
heavily redacted copies of the 
gun-registry data while the 
legislation to destroy the data 
was before Par¬ 
liament. 

The retro¬ 
active changes 
in the budget 
bill leave ac- 
cess-to-infor- 
mation ex¬ 
perts aghast. 

“It seeks to rewrite histoiy, 
to say that lawful access to rec¬ 
ords that existed before didn’t 
actually exist after all and that 
if you exercised your quasi¬ 
constitutional right of access 
to those records, well, too bad, 
you’re out of luck,” said Fred 
Vallance-Jones, an associate 
professor at the University of 
King’s College in Halifax and 
an expert in access-to-infor¬ 
mation law.

Gunmen kill dozens of 
Shiite Muslims; ISIL 
claims attack 

Gunmen stormed a bus 
carrying Shiite Muslims 
in southern Pakistan and 
ordered them to bow 
their heads before being 
shot, killing at least 45 
people Wednesday in the 
latest attack targeting 
the religious minority. 

Who carried out the 
attack in the port city of 
Karachi wasn't immedi¬ 
ately clear, as a Pakistani 
Taliban splinter group 
and an ISIL affiliate both 
claimed it. However, 
some Taliban fighters 
have pledged their alle¬ 
giance in recent months 
to the extremist group 
that now holds a third of 
Iraq and Syria in its self- 
declared caliphate.

Iraq officials disagree 
if airstrike killed senior 
ISIL commander 

Iraq's Defence Ministry 
said Wednesday an air- 
strike by the U.S.-led co¬ 
alition killed a senior ISIL 
commander and others 
near the extremist-held 
city of Mosul, though the 
country's Interior Min¬ 
istry later said it wasn't 
clear if he even was 
wounded. 

The Defence Ministry 
said the strike killed Abu 
Alaa al-Afari and others 
who were in a meeting 
inside a mosque in the 
northern city of Tal Afar, 
72 kilometres west of 
Mosul. 

The ministry described 
al-Afari as a senior dep¬ 
uty to ISIL's leader, Abu 
Bakr al-Baghdadi.

ROHINGYA REFUGEES 

Denied 
citizenship by 
Myanmar, they 
are stateless 

Another boat, this one crammed 
with 500 Rohingya Muslims and 
Bangladeshis, was found off Ma¬ 
laysia’s coast Wednesday, an ac¬ 
tivist and an official said, as the 
international community called 
on Southeast Asian governments 
to open their borders and step up 
search-and-rescue efforts. Thou¬ 
sands of migrants are believed 
to be stranded at sea. 

It was not immediately clear if 
those offloaded near the city of 
Penang would be given refuge, 
said Zafar Ahmad, a Malaysian 
human rights activist. Their ves¬ 


sel was discovered hours after a 
maritime official warned that 
new arrivals would be given 
food, water and then sent on 
their way, unless their boats 
were sinking. 

The countiy has already ac¬ 
cepted more than a thousand 
refugees since Sunday. Wednes¬ 
day’s boat would make it 1,500. 

Indonesia, which has taken 
600 such refugees, turned a boat 
away earlier this week. But a for¬ 
eign ministry spokesman denied 
Wednesday it had a “push back” 
policy, saying the vessel strayed 
into its waters by accident. Ar- 
rmanatha Nasir told reporters 
the migrants were looking for 
neighbouring Malaysia. 

“We have to help refugees 
who need assistance and direct 
them to where they want to 
go,” he said. “It goes against our 
principle to chase away refugee

Denied citizenship by national 
law, the Muslims are effectively 
stateless. They have for years 
faced attacks by the militaiy and 
extremist Buddhist mobs. They 
have limited access to education 
or adequate health care and can¬ 
not move around freely.

EU forges 
ahead with 
quota plan 

The European Union forged 
ahead Wednesday with a plan 
to ease pressure on nations 
dealing with an influx of Medi¬ 
terranean migrants by requir¬ 
ing other countries to share the 
burden, despite some strong 
opposition. 

The proposed system would 
set maximum refugee limits for 
each countiy in the EU based 
on population, employment 
levels and other factors. The 
exact details have not been 
hashed out, but the general 
idea is that once a country 
reaches its maximum, migrants 
seeking asylum there could be 
sent to other countries, which 
would have to take them in. 

“It is not acceptable for 
people around the EU to say, 
‘Yes, stop people dying in 
the Mediterranean,’ and at 
the same time remain silent 
when the question is raised, 
‘What should happen to these 
people?”’ European Commis¬ 
sion Vice-President Frans Tim¬ 
mermans said. 

Countries including Hun¬ 
gary, Slovakia and Estonia 
have already rejected the plan, 
meaning it is unlikely to pass 
without major caveats and con¬ 
cessions. 

But the EU’s executive com¬ 
mission sees it as key to for¬ 
cing the 28 European Union 
countries to show solidarity 
with Italy, Greece and Malta, 
which have been overwhelmed 
this year by migrants fleeing 
war and poverty in places like 
Syria and Eritrea who arrive on 
their shores after dangerous 
trips across the Mediterranean. 

British interior minister 
Theresa May said her countiy 
would not take part in a quota 
system as it would only encour¬ 
age more people to risk their 
lives. Britain, Ireland and Den¬ 
mark would be exempt anyway 
under special agreements.

Minamikyushu 
asks UNESCO 
to register its 
kamikaze docs 

A Japanese city’s plan to seek 
UNESCO recognition for its col¬ 
lection of documents related to 
its role as a launching base for 
“kamikaze” suicide attacks in 
the desperate last months of 
the Second World War is rais¬ 
ing questions over how such 
memories should be preserved. 

Kampei Shimoide, mayor 
of Minamikyushu, and others 
associated with the project 
said Wednesday they hope that 
registering the document col¬ 
lection as a UNESCO Memoiy 
of the World will help ensure 
it will convey the horrors and 
suffering of the war to future 
generations. 

Chiran, a tea-farming town 
that is part of today’s Min¬ 
amikyushu, was the site of 
an Imperial Japanese Army 
base that launched hundreds 
of attack missions during the 
Battle of Okinawa in the war’s 
final months. The Chiran Peace 
Museum, which houses the 
document collection, was built 
as a memorial to the pilots. 

“The documents serve as 
a reminder of the extremes 
people are driven to in such 
desperate conditions,” said 
Mutsuo Kuwashiro, an advis¬ 
er to the city government and 
curator of the Chiran Peace 
Museum. “We believe they are 
an invaluable record of the 
horror of war.” 

Seventy years after Japan’s 
defeat in August 1945, sensi¬ 
tivities over its wartime leg¬ 
acy remain acute, especially in 


neighbouring China and South 
Korea. Many in Japan fear that 
memories of the suffering the 
country caused might be lost 
with the passing of the older 
generations. Others both in and 
outside Japan woriy that war- 
related monuments and arti¬ 
facts might be used to glorify 
the war. 

Among the items the Chir¬ 
an Peace Museum is seeking 
to include in the “Memory of 
the World” registry are “hachi- 
maki” headbands inscribed by 
families and friends, farewell 
messages and heartbreaking 
letters from the pilots, who 
took off on their bombing raids 
expecting to die, with their 
fighters carrying only enough 
fuel to reach their targets. 

“Take courage, forget the 
past and find new ways to be 
happy in the future,” says one, 
written by 23-year-old pilot 
Toshio Anazawa to his fiancee, 
Chielco, before he died. 

To formally apply for the 
UNESCO Memory of the World 
recognition, Minamikyushu 
must gain approval from 
Japan’s education ministry, 
but it is unclear whether that 
effort will succeed. 

M.G. Sheftall, a histoiy pro¬ 
fessor at Japan’s Shizuoka Uni¬ 
versity and an adviser for the 
project, said the group would 
drop the plan if any effort was 
made by the authorities to dis¬ 
tort its message. 

“This project is being under¬ 
taken to make a contribution 
to lasting peace and humanity’s 
future,” he said. Among hun¬ 
dreds of items in the Memory 
of the World registry are docu¬ 
ments related to the Gutten- 
berg Bible and Victor Fleming’s 
1939 classic The Wizard of Oz, 
and the 1703 Census of Iceland.

North Korean leader Kim Jong 
Un ordered his defence chief 
executed with an anti-aircraft 
gun for complaining about 
the young ruler, talking back 
to him and sleeping during a 
meeting presided over by Kim, 
South Korea’s spy agency told 
lawmakers Wednesday, citing 
what it called credible infor¬ 
mation. 

South Korean analysts are 
split on whether the alleged 
bloody purge signals strength 


or weakness from Kim Jong Un, 
who took power after his fath¬ 
er’s 2011 death. Some aren’t 
even sure if it really happened. 
One expert described the re¬ 
ported development, part of 
a series of recent high-profile 
purges and executions by Kim, 
as an attempt to orchestrate 
a “reign of terror” that would 
solidify his leadership. 

National Intelligence Service 
officials told a closed-door par- 
liamentaiy committee meeting 


that People’s Armed Forces 
Minister Hyon Yong Choi was 
killed in front of hundreds of 
spectators at a shooting range 
at Pyongyang’s Kang Kon Mil¬ 
itary Academy in late April, 
according to lawmaker Shin 
Kyoung-min, who attended 
the briefing. 

Kim Gwang-lim, chairman of 
the parliament’s intelligence 
committee, quoted the spy 
service as saying Hyon had 
failed several times to comply 


with unspecified instructions 
by Kim. 

In Washington, State Depart¬ 
ment spokesman Jeff Rathke 
said the U.S. can’t confirm re¬ 
porting of the execution of 
North Korean officials but add¬ 
ed that “these disturbing re¬ 
ports, if they are true, describe 
another extremely brutal act 
by the North Korean regime. 
These reports are sadly not 
the first.”

ECOSYSTEM 

Over 40% of 
hives in U.S. 
died in past 
year: Survey 

More than two out of five 
American honeybee colonies 
died in the past year, and sur¬ 
prisingly the worst die-off was 
in the summer, according to a 
federal survey. 

Since April 2014, beekeepers 
lost 42.1 per cent of their col¬ 
onies, the second-highest rate 
in nine years, according to an 
annual survey conducted by a 
bee partnership including the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture. 

“What we’re seeing with 
this bee problem is just a loud 
signal that there’s some bad 
things happening with our 
agro-ecosystems,” said study 
co-author Keith Delaplane with 
the University of Georgia. “We 
just happen to notice it with 


the honeybee because they are 
so easy to count.” 

But it’s not quite as dire as 
it sounds. That’s because after 
a colony dies, beekeepers then 
split their surviving colonies, 
start new ones, and the num¬ 
bers go back up again, said 
Delaplane and study co-author 
Dennis vanEngelsdorp of the 
University of Maryland. But 
that pushes the bees to their 
limits, he said. 

What shocked the entomolo¬ 
gists is that it’s the first time 
they’ve noticed bees dying 
more in the summer than the 
winter, vanEngelsdorp said. 
The survey found beekeepers 
lost 27.4 per cent of their col¬ 
onies this summer. That’s up 
from 19.8 per cent the previ¬ 
ous summer. 

Oklahoma, Illinois, Iowa, 
Delaware, Maiyland, Pennsyl¬ 
vania, Maine and Wisconsin 
all saw more than 60 per cent 
of their hives die since April 
2014, according to the survey.

Canada’s ad men 
reflect onlost era

Chauvinism, 
liquid lunches 
of 1960s Mad 
Men time gone 

As the critically lauded cable 
series Mad Men approaches 
its finale on Sunday, Canada’s 
own ad men and women say 
the world of Don Draper and 
Peggy Olson is gone for good. 

Social change has done away 
with the liquid lunches and 
casual chauvinism the show 
depicts as cornerstones of the 
1960s advertising industry, and 
advertising instructor Michael 
Rosen says the industry itself 
has shifted in subtle ways. 

Don Draper, the show’s cen¬ 
tral character, is at his best in 
the pitch meetings, deftly sell¬ 
ing his ad agency’s services to 
executives from Kodak, Hilton 
and Lucky Strike. Rosen, who 
teaches advertising at Toronto’s 


Humber College, said Draper’s 
skills at building relationships 
with clients will never go out 
of style. But he adds that the 
advertising industiy has moved 
from an emphasis on keeping 
clients happy to the creative 
side of the business. 

The switch from sales to 
creative is even evident in of¬ 
fice fashions, Rosen said, as 
the natty suits and expensive 
watches of Draper and his as¬ 
sociates have been replaced by 
casual wear and tattoos. 

Tyler Turnbull, CEO of the 
Toronto office of FCB, one of 
the largest advertising agen-

cies in the world, said agencies 
have become more collabora¬ 
tive since the Mad Men era. 

Nicholas Quintal, who heads 
ad agency Rethink’s new Mont¬ 
real office, spent the early part 
of his career with BBDO, one of 
the real-life advertising giants 
that competes with Draper in 
the fictional world of Mad Men. 

He said Draper’s pitches 
often relied on knowing more 
than his clients about the “mys- 
tery” of advertising and produc¬ 
tion. Now, with smartphones 
capable of editing photographs 
and shooting video, that mys¬ 
tique has vanished. “In the 
time the show was set, no one 
knew how to do a commercial, 
it was so mysterious,” he said. 

Gillian Graham, CEO of the 
non-profit Institute of Com¬ 
munication Agencies, says the 
industiy still relies on the per¬ 
sonal magnetism that Draper 
exemplifies. “It’s a relationship 
business, always has been and 
always will be,” she said.

If media tycoon Pierre Karl 
Peladeau does not win the 
leadership of the Parti Que- 
becois hands down, pigs will 
fly in Canada’s political sky 
for the second time in the 
space of a month. 

To anyone familiar with 
the PQ leadership campaign, 
anything short of a first-bal¬ 
lot victoiy for PKP against 
his remaining two rivals 
Friday would come as a sur¬ 
prise, second only to the 
NDP outcome of last week’s 
Alberta election. 

PKP has been cast as the 
prohibitive front-runner in 
the race to replace Pauline 
Marois since the defeated 
premier resigned on elec¬ 
tion night 13 months ago. 

In fact, he was tagged as 
her successor-in-waiting as 
of the moment that he ran 
in the provincial riding of 
Saint-Jerome in last year’s 
election. 

Former PQ minister Jean- 
Fran^ois Lisee was so con¬ 
vinced that Peladeau was 
unbeatable that he decided 
not to run. His ex-cabinet 
colleague Bernard Drainville 
— the recent champion of 
the PQ’s controversial secu¬ 
larism charter — quit the 
campaign last month rather 
than face the humiliation of 
a distant finish. 

Even before Drainville 
threw his support to Pela¬ 


deau, there was little sus¬ 
pense about the likely out¬ 
come of this contest. 

For a good many party 
members, PKP walks on 
water. For many of the aging 
baby boomers who currently 
make up the age group most 
likely to support the PQ he 
is a corporate-sawy cham¬ 
pion that may yet lead Que¬ 
bec to sovereignty in their 
lifetimes. 

In other circumstances, a 
recent spate of media stories 
portraying the front-runner 
as a man with a remarkably 
short fuse and a tendency 
to intemperate outbursts 
might have given pause to 
his supporters. 

But so strong (or so 
blind?) is the hope that PKP 
believers have invested in 
his capacity to restore the 
momentum of their dor¬ 
mant cause that many put 
the negative coverage down 
to the fear that he suppos¬ 
edly inspires in federalist 
quarters. 

Questions as to the pro¬ 
priety of a party leader own¬ 
ing Quebec’s largest French- 
language media empire have 
similarly been dismissed as 
partisan cheap shots rather 
than omens of potential 
conflicts of interest to come. 

And yet there has been lit¬ 
tle in Peladeau’s leadership 
campaign to give Quebec’s 
federalists cause to quake in 
their boots or, for that mat¬ 
ter, to justify the faith that 
he inspires in his followers. 

The best that can be said 
about his performance on 


the leadership hustings is 
that it improved along the 
way. By almost any stan¬ 
dards, that still leaves him 
well short of the skill sets 
of his most formidable pre¬ 
decessors. 

PKP boasts less political 
experience than any of the 
party’s previous seven lead¬ 
ers. He has nowhere near 
the eloquence of Rene Le¬ 
vesque and Lucien Bouchard 
or the understanding of 
public policy of Jacques Pari- 
zeau and Bernard Landry. 

Public opinion polls have 
suggested that he could 
have beaten the ruling 
Liberals in an election this 
spring. 

But the next campaign is 
more than three years away, 
and the PQ’s score in recent 
byelections was not that of 
a party surfing on the popu¬ 
larity of an incoming star 
leader. 

It earned a measly eight 
per cent of the vote in the 
francophone riding of Levis 
last fall. Earlier this year, 
the party kept its long-held 
seat of Richelieu with a 
smaller share of the vote 
than its score in last year’s 
general election. 

Support for sovereignty 
remains tepid, and Peladeau 
has studiously avoided com¬ 
mitting himself to holding a 
referendum in the first man¬ 
date of a PQ government. 

The party tent has shrunk 
dramatically since the last 
time it had a leadership 
campaign a decade ago. 

Back then, it had 140,000

members. Less than half 
of that number signed up 
for this month’s leadership 
vote. 

Over the past four 
months, the candidates have 
debated in front of audi¬ 
ences that were typically 
awash with grey heads. 

On that score, the last 
debate of the campaign last 
Thursday in Montreal was 
no exception. 

In contrast, there were 
plenty of younger Que¬ 
becers in attendance for a 
thousand-strong pre-election 
rally starring NDP Leader 
Thomas Mulcair the next 
night. 

The sight of a federal 
NPD leader drawing a big¬ 
ger francophone crowd in 
Montreal than the latest 
saviour of the once-mighty 
Parti Quebecois is as close as 
one will probably come to 
watching pigs fly in Quebec 
this spring.

You can’t write off Chris 
Hedges. 

He delivers such dire news 
in his new book, it’ll likely 
depress you, and then you’ll 
feel guilty for doing nothing 
about it. Then you might want 
to brand him an extremist, so 
you won’t have to take him 
seriously. But that won’t as¬ 
suage your guilt. 

In Wages of Rebellion, The 
Moral Imperative of Revolt, 
the Pulitzer Prize-winning 
journalist chronicles the 
people who can’t keep quiet. 

They are lawyers, preachers, 
anarchists, civil-rights activists 
— people fighting for change, 
sometimes without hope that 
change will come. Think Nel¬ 
son Mandela, Edward Snow¬ 
den and anti-fracking Alberta 
preacher Wiebo Ludwig. 

“It’s about facing systemic 
injustice” without asking if 
you’ll succeed, Hedges told 
me. “It’s about the obstinacy 
of faith.” 

These rebels are rare, and 
their politics vary widely. 

“Eccentric and strange, half¬ 
brilliant, half-insane,” he said. 
You might not want them 
running your country, “but 
they’re absolutely necessaiy 
for seismic change.” 

It’s hard to disagree we 
need change: climate change 
and corporate greed destroy 
the environment, democratic 
elections often fail to bring 
change, government surveil¬ 
lance diminishes liberty, a 
frightening inequality of 


wealth exploits the poor. 

Hedges argues the rich and 
powerful — the sole bene¬ 
ficiaries of all this — are the 
enemies. If the rest of us are 
paralyzed by an overwhelm¬ 
ing sense of doom, we’re part 
of the problem. 

“The gap between who we 
are and who we think we are 
is steadily expanding,” Hedges 
writes. 

I have to agree. We think 
we’re good until we think of 
injustices we’re doing nothing 
to end. 

It’s also easier to accept 
rebels when they’re some¬ 
where else. We cheer protests 
in the Middle East, but despise 
Occupy protesters, who forced 
us to look at ills in our society 
we’d rather not dwell on. 

I am not innocent. I am no 
revolutionaiy. But I won’t con¬ 
demn people as “crazy” when 
they shred the facade. And I 
won’t dismiss Hedges for issu¬ 
ing, in this book, his call to 
arms for all of us to demand 
something better. 

“My job is to speak the 
truth,” Hedges said. “Not look¬ 
ing, or pretending that things 
aren’t as bad as they are, or 
that eveiything will get better, 
is suicide.” 

The worst part of his 
book is the way it doggedly, 
repeatedly asks: what kind of 
person, really, are you? 

That is, Hedges said, the 
defining question. It’s not 
what you did in life, it’s “what 
you stood for.”

Even mayors can’t 

fight city 7 hall 

What does it take to be a good mayor? It may be as simple as being so-so. 

“Mediocracy is the word,” says Philip Slayton, author of Mayors Gone Bad, 
a profile of some of the most run-amolc mayors Canadians have elected 
into office in recent years. 

“Even if you are not yourself a mediocre person, you will have 
mediocracy thrust upon you if you become mayor. And, it will be 
thrust upon you because of the constitutional, economic constraints 
you can’t escape.” 

More than a collection of stories about the personalities who 
have made a mark — usually for the worse — the book is a call for 
constitutional reform to give mayors and cities more power to make 
decisions for themselves. 

When Canada’s constitution was put in place, “Cities were way less 
important than they are now, and far less complex and far less demand¬ 
ing,” says Slayton, whose book comes out Tuesday. 

Slayton says the issue is not restricted to Canada. New York City has 
a bigger budget than a lot of countries, but the mayor has to go hat-in¬ 
hand to the governor of the state to get funding. 

“You don’t need to know a whole lot about municipal politics to 
realize that a mayor has veiy little power,” he says. “That, I think, 
is partially the explanation why a lot of deadbeats end up in the 
job. Because, serious people, who understand what it is all about, 
will take a look and say, ‘this is not for me. I can’t do what I want to do in that 
position, I can’t benefit the community in a substantial way.’” dean lisk/metro

While a newspaper writer mentioned a "western 
triangle of mayoral goodness" referring to Naheed 
Nenshi of Calgary, Don Iveson of Edmonton and 
Gregor Robertson of Vancouver, Slayton writes in 
his book they all exemplify the impotence of the 
office. 

"They are smart, confident, able people, but my 
point is despite that, they don't seem in my view to 
be accomplishing a lot at all — and that is because 
they are unable to, given the constraints put on 
their office. 


Slayton says the mayor, a success¬ 
ful businessman who served from 
2004 to 2014, was dogged by 
conflict of interest allegations (he 
hosted a roughly $3,000 Christ¬ 
mas lunch for councillors, some 
municipal employees and their 
families at a bistro he also owned). 
"Not a disaster, but someone who 
could have been a lot more effect¬ 
ive and a little more sensitive to 
the issue of government." 


"I find Rob Ford a lot more 
complicated than some people 
do," admits Slayton. "I think the 
secret to Rob Ford was that he 
somehow got the little guy, and 
was appealing to the little guy, 
and related to him in a way that 
even people who weren't 'a 
little guy' found appealing," 
says Slayton of the Toronto 
mayor from 2010 to 2014, who 
has admitted to smoking crack. 


"I think his big problem was 
that he was a very successful 
businessman, he made a lot of 
money in business, but he knew 
next to nothing about munici¬ 
pal government," says Slayton 
about the mayor who served 
from 2006 to 2010 and was 
acquitted of criminal charges 
months after being elected. "He 
just decided it would be a nice 
thing to be mayor of Ottawa." 


"He was a very inadequate 
mayor," say Slayton about 
Kelly, who served from 2000 
to 2012 and got mixed up 
in the bungled execution 
of a will that blighted his 
political career. "Someone 
with poor judgment, some¬ 
body who had tendencies to¬ 
wards grandiosity as he went 
along; someone who seemed 
out of touch with reality."

WINE IMPORTS 

Canadians down $i billion’s worth of U.S. wine 


Canadian consumers have ex¬ 
pressed a preference for U.S. 
wines over French and Ital¬ 
ian bottles, according to new 
consumer reports. 

That preference helped sales 
of American wines — most¬ 
ly from California — reach 
a record-breaking $1 billion 
in 2014. 

According to the Wine In¬ 
stitute of California, Canada is 
now the largest export market 
for California wines: Last year, 
Californian winemakers sold a 
record 6.1 million 9L cases of 
wine to their northerly neigh¬ 


bours, outpacing traditional 
import sources such as France, 
Italy, Australia, Chile, Argen¬ 
tina and Spain. 

Analysts credit an aggres¬ 
sive marketing campaign, new 
product innovations and di¬ 
verse offerings for driving 
sales. 

For comparison, while U.S. 
wine sales grew at a rate of 
78 per cent over the last five 
years, the overall wine market 
in Canada grew 16 per cent, 
says the Canadian Vintners 
Association.

Filmmaker Wes Anderson has 
designed a new bar in Milan, 
housed within Prada’s new art 
and cultural institution. 

Formica tables, veneered 
wood wall panels, pink and 
mint green seats, pinball ma¬ 
chines and a jukebox are used 
to recreate the atmosphere of 
a typical Milanese cafe circa 
1950s and ’60s at Bar Luce. 
Or a cafe that would inspire a 
screenwriter. 

“While I do think it would 
make a pretty good movie set, I 
think it would be an even better 
place to write a movie. I tried 
to make it a bar I would want 
to spend my own non-fictional 
afternoons in,” Anderson said 
in a statement. 

The director behind movies 
such as The Grand Budapest 
Hotel and The Life Aquatic with 
Steve Zissou preserved the ori¬ 
ginal structure’s arched ceiling 


in a nod to the vaulted glass 
roof and arcades of the Galleria 
Vittorio Emanuele II, one of 
Milan’s most iconic architec¬ 
tural landmarks and one of the 
world’s oldest shopping centres. 

Opened over the weekend, 
the bar is part of the Fondaz- 
ione Prada, a sprawling artistic 
complex and exhibition space 
housed within a former distil¬ 
lery dating from the early 1900s. 

Wes Anderson fans may also 
recognize some of the motifs in 
the cafe from his short film Cas¬

Never one to leave well 
enough alone, beer makers big 
and small have been piecing 
together their brews with all 
sorts of off-the-wall ingredients 


for years. While some cre¬ 
ations, like Wells’ Banana 
Bread Beer (500 ml, $3.09 
- $3.99) from the U.K., are 
inspired craziness, many 
others, like the recent trend 
towards lime-infused beer, 
are totally mass-market 
driven. The popularity 
of cider has made the apple 
2015’s ingredient of choice 
for both craft and corporate 
breweries. 



While it’s still all about 
the fruit, Sage’s Crazy 
Beard Wild Apple Ale 
(473 ml, $2.95-$3.99) gives 
you a bit more beer fla¬ 
vour for your buck. Bud 
Light Apple (12 x 355 ml, 
$17.99-$26.199) is based 
on a subtle beer to begin 
with so, for the most part, 
you’d be hard-pressed to 
tell this brew from a main¬ 
stream cider. 


GET FREEKEH 

The latest

I’m pretty sure that you need 
to have a weird name to qual¬ 
ify as a super grain. Just as you 
are learning how to pronounce 
quinoa, freekeh (free-kuh) takes 
its spot. Freekeh is simply green 
wheat kernels that are harvested 
early and toasted. Legend has it 
that their yum 
factor was dis- 
covered by 
mistake when 
a Middle East¬ 
ern village was 
plundered and 
the unripe 
wheat field 
was set afire. 
Rather than 
ciying over burnt wheat, it was 
harvested and cooked in water 
to a tasty, toasty pilaf. Take that, 
would-be plunderers! 

As luck would have it, green 
wheat is more nourishing than 
ripe wheat. It has more protein, is 
a resistance starch (which means 
it bums slowly so it won’t raise 
your blood sugar like some other 
starches), and supports the good 
bacteria in your gut. 

To cook freekeh: 

• Use an almost 3:1 ratio ofwater 
or stock for a savoury dish, al¬ 
mond milk for a breakfast or 
sweet dish. 

• Simmer covered for 35 to 45 
minutes until the grain is at the

• Stir in cooked vegetables, garlic 
and olive oil or dried fruit and 
nuts. Freekeh can go either way. 

• Cooked freekeh can be stored in 
the fridge up to seven days and 
scooped out into soups or salads. 
It can also be stir-fried like rice 
or used as oatmeal.

The 1970s in Britain was a decade 
of unemployment, labour unrest 
and massive inflation. In short, 
a breeding ground for pissed off 
youth with no money, no hope 
and a hell of a lot of time on 
their hands. 

The decade of discontent 
spilled into the music world as 
big, bombastic rock bands grew 
physically distant from their fans 
as they played larger and larger 
arena shows. People began for 
searching something that spoke 
to their anger and frustration. 

Enter snarly, stripped down 
sounds played by guys named 
Rat Scabies and Johnny Rotten 
and women like Poly Styrene. 

It was in this world that De¬ 
clan McManus toiled in pub rock 
bands around London. He was a 
suburban dad who dreamed of 
getting his break in the music 
biz as he slaved at his day job 
as a computer operator at Eliza¬ 
beth Arden. 


That break came by way of 
the freshly minted Stiff Rec¬ 
ords, a label that defied label¬ 
ling. Stiff founders Jake Riviera 
and Dave Robinson saw in Mc¬ 
Manus a talented musician and 
songwriter, but a guy in need 
of a makeover. They gave him 
Buddy Holly glasses with the 
instructions “don’t f— ing take 
them off.” They dressed him in 
a narrow lapelled suit jacket and 
rolled stovepipe jeans. And they 
christened him with a new name 
because, according to McManus 
himself, the moniker Declan 
evoked images of “a guy in a 
cable-knit sweater singing whal¬ 
ing songs.” The year was 1977 
and Elvis Costello was bom. 

In his new book, titled Elvis 
is King: Costello’s My Aim is 
Tme, film critic, Metro colum¬ 
nist and Costello super fan Ri¬ 
chard Crouse details the making 
of the musician and his debut 
album. The book is a snapshot 
of a turbulent time in Britain’s 
music history. Through the book, 
Crouse examines Costello’s styl¬ 
istic songwriting but, like most 
fans, is reticent to pigeonhole 
the singer-songwriter into one 
musical category. Instead, he 
analyzes the individual tracks 
and links them to the time and 
Costello’s own life. 

“I can honestly say that prob¬ 
ably a week hasn’t gone by since 
I first heard that record that I

haven’t listened to at least part of 
it,” says Crouse in a recent inter¬ 
view. “Welcome to the Working 
Week is a song that gets played 
in the house at least once a day.” 

Crouse was a 14-year-old in 
Liverpool, N.S. when his brother 
brought him My Aim is Tme. 

“When I listen to this album, 
I’m immediately transported 
back to a veiy specific time in 
my life. My mom was ill for the 
entire time I was growing up and 
she died when I was 15 years 
old. I was this kid who was at 
home watching this woman who 
I adored get sicker and sicker 
and there wasn’t going to be a 
magic cure that came along and 
it pissed me off. And this record 
was the sound of my anger in a 
lot of ways,” he says. 

In the book, Crouse writes 
of the album, “‘joy is fleeting’ 
seems to be Costello’s overarch¬ 
ing message here.” 

Indeed, Costello taps a univer¬ 
sal truth: Life is hard and unfair, 
but you have to keep rockin’ on.

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CBS thinks big with new shows 


SEASON LINEUP 

Network kills 
stalwart CSI and 
brings in three 
new dramas 

CBS is saying goodbye to its 
long-running hit CSI: Crime 
Scene Investigation with 
a two-hour finale this fall 
and hello to Supergirl, an 
unusual genre show for the 
network. 

Television’s most popular 
network will wrap one of its 
most pivotal hits — the CSI 
that started the franchise 
in 2000 — on Sept. 27, with 
original cast members Wil¬ 
liam Petersen and Marg Hel- 
genberger returning for the 
finale. 

CSI star Ted Danson will 
be sticking around, with his 
character joining the spinoff 
CSI: Cyber when it returns 
for its second season with 
star Patricia Arquette. 

CBS will introduce five new 
programs in the fall, includ¬ 
ing the uncharacteristic com¬ 
ic-book based Supergirl and 
a comedy with Jane Lynch 
as a less-than-saintly guard¬ 
ian angel. 

The network is the most 
watched for the seventh year 
in a row. 

While comfortably success¬ 
ful CBS is bringing back 22 
series for the 2015-16 sea¬ 
son, it’s found room for three 
new dramas: In addition to 
Supergirl, the medical ser¬ 
ies Code Black and Limit¬ 
less, based on the movie, are 
joining the schedule. Angel 
from Hell, with Lynch as the 
title character, and Life in 
Pieces are the comedy new¬ 
comers. 

For CBS, a key one is “big,” 
according to CBS Entertain¬ 
ment Chairman Nina Tassler. 

The network’s season will 
include the 50th anniversary 
edition of the NFL Super Bowl 
and the debut of Stephen 
Colbert as David Letterman’s 
successor on Late Show, and 


with “that kind of opportun¬ 
ity you have to make sure the 
series you’re launching are 
big,” Tassler said. 

Bradley Cooper, the lead 
in the big-screen version of 
Limitless, is an executive pro¬ 
ducer for the drama that stars 
Jake McDorman as a reluc¬ 
tant crimefighter with drug- 
boosted smarts. Cooper will 
reappear on the drama, his 
busy schedule permitting, 
CBS said. 

Calista Floclchart is a media 
mogul who’s boss to Kara 


Zor-El (Melissa Benoist) in 
Supergirl, with another TV 
veteran, James Brolin, in the 
cast of Life in Pieces. 

The sitcom also features 
Academy Award winner 
Dianne Wiest, while fellow 
Oscar winner Marcia Gay 
Harden tops the cast in "Code 
Black.” 

With football on Thursday 
night in the early fall, CBS is 
starting The Big Bang Theory 
on Monday, paired with Life 
in Pieces, and then moving 
the shows to Thursday start-

ing in November. 

That clears the way for 
Supergirl in the 8-9 p.m. 
Eastern Monday time slot. 

When Supergirl is paired 
with Scorpion and NCIS: 
Los Angeles, it will be the 
first time since 1949 that CBS 
has not featured a comedy 
on Monday night, the 
network research gurus 
said. 

While rumours abound 
that the upcoming season 
may be the last for The Good 
Wife starring Julianna Mar- 
gulies, Tassler said that as 
long as husband-and-wife 
creators Michelle and Rob¬ 
ert King want to continue 
producing and writing it, “we 
love having that show on 
our air.”

“Everything was present 
tense and I may have been 
leading people on.” 

Reaction to the scene was 


“sort of like reading your own 
obituary,” he said. 

“There’s something 
very strange about people 
talking about you like you’re 
no longer there and I’m there. 

“And I’ll tell you the most 
interesting and sort of dis¬ 
heartening thing was reading 
really intelligent analysis of it 
where people believed that I 
was gone and the end would 


be something like, We love 
Scandal, but we think this is 
probably best for the show, 
so goodbye Jake. Thanks so 
much.’ 

“And I thought, ‘That’s not 
really what I wanted to hear. 
I’m still here.’” 

If Ballard had died, it 
would have been the second 
time that producer Shon- 
da Rhimes had killed off 


Foley’s character. He played 
Henry Burton, who died 
on Grey’s Anatomy. The 
42-year-old Foley joked 
that it’s OK if Rhimes does 
it again — “as long as she 
keeps putting me on other 
shows!” Scandal, also starring 
Kerry Washington and Tony 
Goldwyn, airs its season four 
finale tonight (9 p.m. EDT).

Seydoux, John C. Reilly, Ben 
Whishaw and more — for an¬ 
other fit of high-concept absurd¬ 
ity. The hook here is a dystopian 
future in which people are given 
a small window to pair off; if 
they don’t, they are turned into 
animals and released into the 
wild. Yep! Lanthimos is a whiz 
not only with crazy premises 
but in how he shoots them. 

Louder Than Bombs

Trier 
has previously made films about 
the miseries of being 20-some- 
thing (Reprise) and the miseries 
of being 30-something (Oslo, 
August 31), so it should be in¬ 
teresting to see him straying 
slightly outside his comfort zone. 

MonRoi 

If you know actress-tumed-film- 
maker Maiwenn, it’s likely as the 
blue tentacled opera diva from 
Luc Besson’s The Fifth Element. 
But she also directed a number 
of films, including 2011’s razor 
sharp Polisse. This features an 
impressive French thespian cast, 
including Vincent Cassel, Louis 
Garrel, Islid Le Besco and Em- 
manuelle Bercot, who herself 
directed fellow Cannes ’15 play¬ 


er Standing Tall, the first film 
directed by a woman to ever 

open the fest. 

Sea of Trees 

It’s actually been a long time 
— since 2008’s Milk — since 
Gus Van Sant has made any¬ 
thing worthwhile, and since 
2007’s Paranoid Park that he 
made anything great. If noth¬ 
ing else, his latest should be 
beautiful, unfolding in Japan’s 
Suicide Forest, where two men 
(Matthew McConaughey and Ken 
Watanabe) run into each other 
while looking to take themselves 
out. Sounds dopey! But so have 
other previous, great Van Sants. 

Tale of Tales 

John C. Reilly pops up again 
and in a second international

17th-centuiy folk tales, told by 
Gomorrah filmmaker Matteo 
Garrone. Garrone has said the 
stories offer commentary on 
today’s world, and it should be 
interesting watching the semi¬ 
realist filmmaker doing a semi- 
pricey Euro fantasy, also featur¬ 
ing Vincent Cassel (again), Stacy 
Martin and Toby Jones. 

The Assassin 

It’s hard to believe Taiwanese 
master Hou Hsiao-hsien hasn’t 
made a feature since 2008’s 
The Flight of the Red Balloon, 
and even harder to believe it’s 
a martial arts movie featuring 
one of his regular actors, Shu 
Qi.

For decades, famous faces have been 
hired by big corporations to sell hair 
dye, lipstick and high-end fashion. But 
now, more female celebrities are tak¬ 
ing control and starting their own busi¬ 
nesses. It’s also helping some balance 
career and motherhood. 

“Having a business like this, I can do 
more work at home, be with my family,” 
said Beny, who is co-owner and creative 
director of Scandale Paris.

Male stars have always had their hand 


in business ownership, said Piazza, but 
more women are getting into the game. 
Owning a business gives stars the poten¬ 
tial to make more money over a longer 
period of time than with short-term en¬ 
dorsement deals. And they have a better 
chance of succeeding than an average 
small business owner, since stars come 
with built-in customers: Their fans.

Crosby was Canada’s offen¬ 
sive catalyst in 2006, amassing 
16 points in nine games and 
becoming the youngest player 
to win a world championship 
scoring title.

• 1 tsp baking powder 

• >4 tsp baking soda 

• V3 cup semisweet chocolate 
chips

1. Preheat the oven to 350°F. 
Lightly coat an 8- x 4-inch loaf 
pan with cooking spray.

2. Using a whisk or an electric * 
mixer, combine the banana, oil, 
sugar, egg, vanilla and sour cream 
in a large bowl until smooth. 

3. In another bowl, combine both | 
flours, baking powder and baking 
soda. With a wooden spoon, stir 
the dry mixture into the banana 
mixture until the dry ingredi¬ 
ents are just moistened. Fold 

in the chocolate chips. 

4. Pour into the prepared pan and | 
bake for about 30 to 35 minutes or 
until a tester inserted in the middle i 
of the loaf comes out clean. Let 
the loaf cool in the pan on a wire 
rack before removing and slicing I 
into 8 slices.
